AN OUTSIDE AGENCY 


Destroyed the Maine, Is Opinion 


Divers. 
A Subterranean 


Passage Admitted. 


Washington, Feb. 24.—A special from 


Havana, dated yesterday, contains some 
starting news on the Maine disaster. The 
divers are developing important resalts. 
From their examination of the interior 
wreckage they have secured evidence 
which seems conclusive that the explo- 
sion came from underneath the ship. 


Some small magazines may have ex- 


ploded, but the 10-inch magazine did nOfc 
explode. The condition of the interior ot 
the ship shows further probability tha* 
the wreck was dut to some outside force. 
One diver engaged in getting bodies from 
the wreck said, "God may be mercifm to 
the men who blew these poor fellows to 
eternity; the United States should not." 


He thought it was not an accident and 


is an expert diver. The Havana public is 
not permitted to know the intensity of 
pnblie sentiment in the United States. 
The evidences of ill

Americans and exultation at the disaster 
do) o, lesson. 


There Is a Fa*cage. 


Havana, via Key Weat, Feb. 24.—In 


connection with the claim of the Cubans 
that there are mine batteries under Ha- 
vana harbor leading from a subterranean 
passage, the Spaniards explain that for a 


Oenkcry a passage about two miles long, 
and 10 feet wide, capable of giving pas- 
sage to a column of troops, has existed 
from the navy yard to the Oastille de 
Prinoippe. 


They claim that its existence is not 


known to the present authorities. The 
exits are covered up with thick walls and 
fcheir location forgotten. They acknowl- 
edge, however, that old documents In the 
archives show the exact location. 


Real Cuban Feeling. 


St. Louis, Feb. 24.—Lupereio Martinez, 


a Cuban and in close touch with the 
Junta, says the Cubans do not favor war 
between the United States and Spain- 
i'We can win our own independence now," 
he says, "and need no intervention. 
Spain realizes her inability to keep the 
island but the Sagasta party dare not ad- 
mit it because to do so would mean the 
downfall of the party and most likely a 
resolution. It woulcf be a death blow to 
the powers that now rule Spain." 


Growing Suspicion in Havana. 


Havana, Fel>. 24.—The discovery fcy 


the divers of unexploded powder used 
in the 10-inch guns, and the belief of the 
existence of a still greater quantity in 
the forward magazine on the starboard 
side have created the impression that 
the Maine was destroyed by something1 


diabolically contrived for that purpose. 
That feeling grows hourly among the 
Americans who are here. 
, 


The explosion continues to be the main 


topic in all circles, but especially Amer- 
ican. 
It is useless to deny that rnanyj 


believe in an outside agency. 
These 


assert that even' a cursory examination 
of the wreck shows conclusively that the 
disaster could not have originated from 
within. It is pointed out that the main 
magazine forward was filled with brown 
hexagonal powder in proper cases and 
would be slow to ignita, while all the 
high explosives were aft. 
It is gen- 


erally conceded ,that neither the boilers, 
the electric wtofes nor spontaneous com- 
bustion could, from the very condition 
of things, be responsible. 


The highest American officials here 


are confident that General Blanco and 
other Spanish officials had no knowledge, 
direct or indirect, of the conception or 
execution of a plot to blow up the 
Maine, if such a plot existed, but they 
believe the junior Spanish officers, who 
from the nature of things are more 
cpnversant with modern explosives than 
their elders and superiors, wer« at the 
bottom of the disaster/ if there wae any 
outside agency. 
It Is pointed out that 


it would not be impossible to plant a 
mine of wet and dry gun-cotton near 
where a foreign vessel was directed to 
anchor, such a mine communicating 
with an electric battery on shore. It is 
regarded as an interesting point that 
the Maine, for the first time during-her 
stajr In the haTbor, lay at the particular 
spcft where she wfcs at the time of the 
catastrophe, fcnd it is said, though not 
crucially verified, that the Maine was 
the first foreign war vessel moored to 
this particular buoy since the troubles 
is Cuba grew acute.

"Sir, the American people could not be 
restrained. 
Still I doubt whether it 


would be necessary to fire a shot. Ad- 
miral Slcard could anchor the Iowa, the 
Indiana, the Massachusetts 
and the 


New York outside of Havana harbor to 
prevent the ingress of food supplies, 
without "which the city could not exist 
for a fortnight. 
Cuba is a waste of 


ashes and desolation. 
Even the ho- 


tels and cafes here in Havana live from 
hand to mouth on supplies brought from 
the United States. 
If Admiral Slcard 


demanded the surrender of Havana, 
giving 24 hours for the removal of the 
women and children, surrender would 
follow. The forts are old structures 
and could be demolished by a six- 
pounder. Such new guns as have been

have never been tried. If General Blanco 
should decline to surrender, the Spanish 
merchants here, who represent 80 per- 
cent of the property and pay 75 percent 
of the taxes ot the island, would compel 
htm to accede to Admiral Sicard's terms. 
As for the volunteers, the men are for 
the most part the employes of these 
merchants, and the volunteer officers 
are lar^^ly their sons or their junior 
part- '_.-s. It is well to look these things 
in the face. At the same time it is well 
for the Americans to restrain them- 
selves until there is some proof of an 
outside agency of explosion. We can 
afford to wait a little longer, neeing that 
we have waited so long. We could not 
wait after it had once been proved that 
the Maine disaster was the result of a 
dastardly plot. Spanish officers from 
the old country hold to the unaccount- 
able belief that their arms would over- 
dome us in a few weeks; but the Cuban 
merchants have no such delusion, and 
they would control the situation. Hence 
I believe that no shot from a big Ameri- 
can gun will be necessary." 


These sentiments fairly represent those 


of the best informed Americans here. 
Any moment, however, may chronicle 
discoveries at the wreck that would 
change this. A member of the court of 
inquiry strongly deprecated premature 
expression or evidence of resentment on 
the part of the people of the United 
States until it was proven that the dis- 
aster resulted from some other cause 
than accident, carelessness or the visi- 
tation of providence. One thing seems 
certain. If the Maine was blown up by 
an outside agency the agent was a mine 
and not a torpedo, as no torpedo known 
could have produced so tremendous re- 
sults. 


In the presence of this correspondent, 


General Solano, General Blanco's chief • 
of staff, said: 
"Spffin is willing to go 


so far, if necessary to secure peace, af) 
to make Maximo Gomez the head of 
the autonomist government." 
No one 


believes that autonomy can be anything 
but a name. 
There is a deep conviction- 


that the United States will not long 
suffer the present state of things to con- 
tinue. 


To Examine Everybody. 


Havana, Feb. 24.—Captain Sampson, 


president of the court of inquiry, has no 
idea of the length of time the court will 
remain in session.- It all dependsi/n the 
testimony, and new features requiring 
further investigation may develop at any 
time. Sooner or later, every survivor 
of the Maine will be examined, which 
seems to imply that sessions for that 
purpose will be continued later at Key 
West. Although this Information is 
meager, it is absolutely all Captain 
Sampson will give to the press. The 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
sees him by appointment twice daily, 
but there is a rtgid rule to observe sil- 
ence until the facts in the case have de- 
veloped through the testimony 
pre- 
sented.

SHALL THEY STARVE? 


Appeal Issued From New 


Bedford Strikers Asking 


for Help From, Star- 


vation. 


New Bedford, Feb. 24-An important 


appeal was issuad today by the council 
of cotton mill sinkers here, and It will 
depend upon the natnreofthe response 
whether the mill hands will return to 
wofk or not.' The appeal is issued to the 
men and women of New England, asking 
for financial assistance. 


It sets forth that 2,000 men, wore en and 


children are slowly starving to death and 
unless aid comes soon the strike must be 
abandoned. The appeal says that the 
manufactarers are fully alive to this fact 
and are patiently waiting until the men 
must return to work at any wages to keep 
from starving. 


Two nailers Under Sreain. 


Washington, Feb. 24.—The only fea- 


ture, so far as could be discovered, of 
real importance as throwing: any light 
on the Cause oi-theseiip'losion, contained 
in letters rectified from Key West, wa» 
a statement-that the'twa,boliers in the 
after boiler space were, all of the eight 
boilers of the" Maine that were under1 
steam at the time of the explosion. 
This fact had a negative value, for it 
disposed at ence of the theory that an 
exploding boiler hafl cai'spd th? wr«ck. 
The experts all say that by no possibility 
could the after boilers' explosion have 
wrecked the fore part of the Maine and 
left the after part almost unharmed. 


Much interest was shown in a dis- 


patch from Admiral Sicafd giving the 
recommendations of Captain Sampson 
of the court of inquiry as to the raising 
of the wreck. 
Various interpretations 


were put on the expression, "forward 
half completely destroyed." 
This was 


regarded as a partial confirmation of 
the theory that the forward magazine 
had. exploded, as that is one of the most 
Important portions of the forward half 
Of the ship. 
At the same time it was 


held by some authorities that the de- 
struction of the forward half of the 
ship did not necessarily mean that the 
forward magazine had exploded, as*this 
might still be intact, although a part 
of the general wreckage. 
In the ab- 


sence of an explicit statement as to the 
forward magazine there was a disposi- 
tion not w accept implied statements 
as to its destruction. 


The officers here are still thinging of 


Captain Sigsbee's request to be fur- 
nished with the plans of the Maine's 
section through the magazines and coal 
bunker pockets. 
The reference to the 


latter leads to a desire to be informed 
on the exact quantUv, and quality of 
the coal supply at the time of the ex- 
plosion. 
It is said that these pocket 


bunkers are rarely emptied, being de- 
signed as much for the protection of 
the ship against gunboats as for ca- 
pacity to hold coal. 
One expert said 


that these bunkers in his own exper- 
ience had not been emptied in months. 
All of this has to do with the spontan- 
eous combustion theory, as the bunkers 
abutt on the magazines and might have 
•et off even the safe brown powder it the 
latter were exposed to a degree of heat 
above 600 degrees for some time. 
The 


request besides may show that Captain 
*igsbee Is not yet satisfied as to the 
cause of the explosion, notwithstanding 
•the expressions as to tlie cause that have 
been attributed to him'oy unauthorized 
persons.

How Some Makers of Frankforts Gull 


Consumers of Snoh Artfolos. 


Boston, Feb. 24.— Some of the secrets 


of the sausage-makers' trade were laid 
bare before the committee on public 
health yesterday by 
Representative 


Bleiler, who advocated a bill prescrib- 
ing a $500 fine for every sausage maker 
who uses in sausage paint, or any chem- 
ical coloring matter, or any coloring 
,niatter that is injurious to health. Mr. 
.Bleiler said that such coloring of sau- 
sage was prohibited by law in western 
states, so tftat they sent their colored 
sausages for sale in the east. 
He de- 


scribed' theee sausages as 
made of 


tongues, hearts, cheeks and ''anything 
that locked like meat" and which could 
not be used in other ways, and said they 
could be sold for five cents, white the 
first class sausages cost ID. 
Mr. Bleiler 


said the coloring wa» resorted to in 
order to make the sausages look like 
they had been smoked. 
"When the 


sausage is made," he said, "they dip 
It in a hot coloring solution, containing 
lye or stain. 
This stain comes off on a 


person's lips or hands. By using it tha 
sausage maker deceives the public as 
to what the goods are, and makes ft ap- 
pear that the goods are better than they 
are." 


T. Wiedamann, a lausage maker, said 


that "smock color," or Bismarck brown, 
was used as coloring matter for the outer 
skin of sausages, and he handed to the 
committee samples of that stain in pow- 
der form, and a lighter powder used, he 
said, for coloring the filling of sausage?. 
He left a list of several other stains 
which he saia were used in similar ways. 
He could not say that these coloring 
compounds were injurious, but said that 
the state board of health was analyzing 
come of them. 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, Feb. 24.—The house broke its 


rule yesterday to admit the petition of 
Mayor Quincy for an act to establish the 
bath department in Boston. 


A cut-down in the office of the fire 


marshal was recommended to the house 
by the committee on ways and means. 
The appropriation is to be cut from 
$12,400 to 19400 for aids, and from $12.000 
to $10,500 for travel and contingent ex- 
penses. This will occasion the discharge 
of three aids from the department.

-t~ KING'S SERGEANTS. 


They Hoed to Be the Absolute Chiefs of 


the English Bar. 


In days long gone by the judges and 


sergeants appear always to have gone to 
Westminster hall on horseback, with a ret- 
inue of men in livery. And in the ad- 
dresses to the sergeants on their call, advice 
was givon them as to the number of 
horses they should keop when riding the 
circuit. The judges up to the middle of 
the sixteenth century seam usually to have 
gone on mules, like tho«-old bishops and 
abbots. 
Sergeant Whiddon, who was 


made a judge of tbo common picas in 1553, 
is said to have been the first to introduce 
tbe custom of riding on horseback instead 
of mule. 'It is said that the cavalcade was 
sometimes very imposing, tbe lord chan- 
cellor and great officers^of state, with the 
judges and leaders of the bar and many of 
the nobility, going on horseback in full 
state. Such was certainly the case when 
Bacon obtained the great seal in 1617. 


The king's sergeants, selected from the 


ganeral body, varied very much in num- 
ber. "When the number exceeded three, a 
further distinction was conferred by con- 
stituting one or more of them the king's 
ancient or most ancient sergeants. The 
king's sergeants were in every way the 
chiefs of the bar and always took preced- 
ence of tho attorney general and every 
one else as the king's counsel in tbe law 
and chief law officers. 
The offices of at- 


torney and solicitor general are modern 
substitutes for that of the king's sergeant. 
In 1628 an ordsr in council placed the at- 
torney and solicitor general before all the 
king's sergeants except the "two anciont- 
est," and so the seniority remained until 
1814, when by an order in council the at- 
torney and solicitor general were perma- 
nently placed over, all the sergeants. 


The difference between a queen's coun- 


sel and o sergeant is this—the former is 
created by patent nnd the latter by writ 
under the great seal. As to rank there is 
no difference whatever between a sergeant 
who has obtained a patent of precedence 
and a queen's counsel, but with regard to 
sergeants who havo no patent it is other- 
Wise/—Gentleman's Magazine. 


His First Firearm. 


Marshall Tldd, the famous gun builder 


of Wo burn, Mass., made his first floraim 
out of a epiko 68 years ago. When Mar- 
shall was 10 years old, his father died, 
Qcd. ho was apprenticed to a shoemaker. 
On tne day when the Boston and Lowell 
railroad ran its first train through "Woburn 
tho boy was one of tho spectators. He 
picked up a spike, and tho idoa occurred 
to film that it could be fashioned into a 
pistol barrel. 
A blacksmith out off tbo 


ends of tho spike, and Marshall then bored 
it on-hls brother's lathe. Ho found a piece 
of hoop iron and fastening one end in a 
vise made a spiral of the metal. When be 
gat tho shapo that seemed best, ho mado a 
tool to cut tbo inside of the barrel. 
This 


pietol barrel was mounted on a stock that 
extends the entire length of tbe barrel. 
The hammer is very old fashioned in de- 
sign, striking a percussion cap nipple. Ho 
sold the weopon to another boy for $8, and 
it was lost sight of for nearly a quarter of 
a century. Ono day a friend got track of 
it ana presented it to the ranker. It is 
still In working order.—New York Trib- 
une.

WMNUMMMNttim 
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NEWSPAPERS OFTEN AT THE MERCY 


OF DESIGNING INDIVIDUALS. 


The Fake Terror tbe Bane of Every Edi- 


torial Office In New York—"Planting" a 
Burglary — luffonlona FaUe 
Showing 


Dreyfus In a Steel Cage. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 34.—[Special.]—The 


publication day after day by all tho news- 
papers here of an offer of $5,000 in rewards 
lor authentic information against lawyers 
who have "excited groundless legal pro- 
ceedings against newspapers with corrupt 
nnd malicious intent to vex or annoy," 
made by tho Publishers' association of 
Xew York city, brings to iniud the fact 
that nil powerful as the newspaper appar- 
ently and often truly is there are times 
when it is very much al. tho mercy of the 
unscrupulous. 


And by u curious law of contraries New 


York newspapers, which are supposed to 
be and in truth are generally more pow- 
erful than tho newspapers of the smaller 
cities, aro really more likely to be mode ' 
the victims of ways that are dark than 
their out of town contemporaries. 
Tho 


reason for this is clear onco you think it 
over a bit. New York 13 a tremendously 
big plaoo nnd no man lives who knows it 
thoroughly or ever enn. Its daily happen- 
ings are so numerous that every newspa- 
per must and does publish columns and 
columns every day of. local news concern- 
ing the reliability of which the editor 
knows "absolutely nothing whatever," to 
put it in tho language of a man in tho 
editing business. 


This being the case, it can readily be 


seen that a alevor and designing person in 
collusion with a snide lawyer might easily 
procure thfc publication of a statement or 
series of statements about some person that 
would be quite lawful if true, but highly 
libelous and defamatory if not. Once such 
a false statement is published, a possible 
way to moke a few dollars is perfectly 
clear; the injured or defamed person must 
be induced to bring suit foj^dnmages. 
It 


often happens in New York that, being 
convinced an injustice has been done, the 
management of a newspaper would much 
prefer to pay moderate damages than to 
go to the trouble and expense of defending 
an action. There is no doubt that money 
has been thus extorted from the newspa- 
pers here on more than one occasion, and 
the immediate cause of the present concert- 
ed movement on the part of the papers 
would probably make a highly interesting 
story. 


The Fake Terror. 


This brings up that bane of most daily 


newspaper offices, out of New York as well 
as here, the fake terror, as the vender of 
unreliable news has come to be termed. 
No matter what you, the reader, may 
think about it, it is the aim of the great 
majority of managing and city editors to 
print the exact facts in every news article 
every day as nearly as possible. A little 
embroidery is permissible now and then, 
of course, and the writers on the editorial 
page, where opinions and not news hold 
sway, on some newspapers at least, may 
bolster up their contentions by whatever 
means they choose. But tbe men who 
have the Dews columns in charge under- 
stand full well that misstatements would 
be fatal to their progress, if for no other 
reason thnn because they are likely to 
cause damage suits which drain the pock- 
ets of managing and city editors' employ- 
ers, the proprietors of newspapers. And 
too much of that sort of thing must, of 
course, result in an invitation to the of- 
fending editor to go forth and hunt a job, 
uhich is not pleasant. Bearing this in 
miud, you can readily understand why the 
generic term fake terror is applied to the 
writer with a false story to sell. 


A most ingeniously got up fake was 


worked ofi on about half tho newspapers 
here not far from a year ago. It was a 
parlicularly thrilliiig story of a jewel bur- 
glary, with names, dates and all complete, 
and the man whose plaoe-of business was 
said to have been broken into conspired 
with an alleged newspaper man in ma- 
nipulating the scheme. After the papers 
that "bit" hnd printed tbe story some of 
tbo other papers showed it up in detail, 
and that, of course, spoiled that particular 
fake terror's reputation in this town, Tho 
fake in question, however, could not have 
resulted in any paper being obliged to pay 
damages. It was engineered on tbe part 
of the newspaper writer solely for the sako 
of the price of the story. , The business 
man who helped expected to get his re- 
ward in the free advertising which men- 
tion of his little shop In the papers would 
afford. 
Ho got the advertising all right, 


but it was hardly of tbe sort bo desired. 


A, Fake That Traveled. 


Of another sort was a fake worked oS 


on a Sunday paper here soon after Dreyfus, 
over whose conviction and imprisonment 
for the alleged leaking of government 
secrets all France is now so bitterly stirred 
up, was sent to do time on the lie du 
Diable. 


A certain special writer for the Sunday 


editions waa exceedingly hard up for a 
"subject" one day when his eyes lighted 
upon a cartoon in one of the German 
comic weeklies representing Dreyfus im- 
prisoned in an enormous steel cage sot in 
tbe midst of a luxuriant tropical forest. 
Here was tbe wished for notion ready to 
band. Being a chap of agile-intellectuals 
and wide information it took him a short 
time only, with the aid of a book on 
French Guiana, where .tho lie du Diable is 
located, and another on tho French pcnnl 
system, to write oub a plausible column or 
so of "descriptive matter" based on the 
German cartoon. And it took only a little 
longer to have a line drawing, not at all 
comic, made of Dreyfus behind the bars. 


As tbe fakir expected, this article, the 


accuracy of which be solemnly vouched for, 
was snapped up greedily and in due time 
appeared in print. In a few days it was 
reproduced in one wa^or another in near- 
ly every Sunday papor between the oceans, 
and, though this is almost incredible, a 
modified translation of the article into 
French, together with an elaborate full 
page engraving, was oniy recently publish- 
ed in one of tho Paris weeklies. 


When the editor who originally pur- 


chased this article saw it in the Paris pa- 
per he took the first available occasion to 
congratulate tlie special writer on the 
traveling .qualities of the stnry, but lie. 
thinking tbo joke too good to keep, could 
not refrain from letting the oat out of the 
bag, no matter what tbe consequence to 
himself 


"I don't know but Dreyfus is actually 


shut up in,a steel cage as I wrote it," he 
said in conclusion, "but if he is it Is sim- 
ply because the facts, the German 'comic' 
and my fake are coincidental. The Paris 
paper has certainly copied its story antl 
picture from miiio." 


In tho circumstances the editor thought 


he could afford to forgive tho special wrjtcr,

PROFITS IN LAUNDRIES. 


One Chinaman Went Home With 84O.OOO 


In His Pockets. 


To hear the stories of money made in 


Chicago laundries one would think there 
is an opportunity for a permanent out in 
their prices. A man who knows a good 
many of the local Chinese says one laun- 
dryrnim went back to China a few years 
ago with $40,000 in American money, all 
earned in the laundry business, but prob- 
ably largely by the buying and selling of 
laundries'. There are some of the local 
Chinamen who are continually dickering 
in laundries. One of them, who has re- 
cently bought a State street laundry for 
$1,000, is said to have oarriH on negotia- 
tions for the purchase of over So laundries 
in western Massachusetts during the last 
few years. He does not seem to have much 
trouble in getting funds for such pur- 
ghases, as men who have lent him money 
in many instances on 30 to 60 day notea 
say he has always paid before the paper is 
due. 
It is said that a good Chinese laun- 


dryman can clear §25 a week, although he 
pays from $14 to $25 rent, and sometimes 
as high as $40, and hires two or three men 
at wages ranging from $6 to $10 a weak. 
When their very economical habits of liv- 
ing are considered, it is probable that they 
save a large share of their earnings. They 
seem generally to have money to pay their 
bills, for local merchants who deal with 
them say their account? are almost always 
paid promptly. 


A queer feature of the laundry business 


is the extent to which the local laundries 
are in the hands of syndicates or combina- 
tions of the laundrymen. A group of 
them, related to each other, are said to 
control half a dozen laundries on South 
Main and State streets, and there are oth- 
er similar combinations in the city. The 
members of these various "syndicates" 
are generally not on good terms with each 
other. If they meet in some store, they 
will not speak, though knowing each oth- 
er perfectly wall. The competition be- 
tween these various groups to buy up an 
available laundry is said" to be very sharp, 
and a local man who has such an opening 
to rent is said to have received 35 applica- 
tions for It.—Springfield Republican.

Specification* Must B« Carried Out With 


tho Nicest Precision — A Matter of Em- 
placement and Weight—The Battleihip 
Iowa ai an Illustration. 


WASHINGTON, Fob. 84.— [Special.]-—It 1» 


not easy for the landsman or the layman 
to comprehend the enormous energy stored 
up in a first class modern battleship or 
cruiser. Nor is it easy for the uninitiated 
to understand why one of these great bat- 
tleships or cruisers should cost such a vast 
sum of money. During the last week or 
ten days the newspapers Iwvo teemed with 
statements about tho construction of ships 
of war, many of them no doubt unintel- 
ligible to the average reader who has never 
had ^opportunity to go aboard a floating 
fortress and see with his own eyes her mag- 
nitude, the vnetncss and complexity of her 
machinery, the wonderful ingenuity dis- 
played by her designers and builders. Per- 
haps there is no other mechanical con- 
struction in the world which represents so 
many of the arts und practical sciences as 
a modern war vessel. Metallurgy, chem- 
istry, oiplcslves, electricity in all their 
amazing development and combinations 
nre found within the walls of a ship, along 
with engineering, both steam and con- 
structive, ship architecture, and the very 
highest form of pure mechanics. 


Displacement and Weight. 


Olio of the peculiar features of naval de- 


signing and construction is Chat every , 
ounce of weight that goes into the great 
ship must be calculated before u blow la 
struck or a piece of iron or steel forged. Dis- 
placement and weights are the two factors 
which the naval architect must always 
have in mind. Every plan and every de- 
. tail must bend to fit the two factors of 
primo importance—must fit, not merely | 
approximately, but to the pound. It is an 
exact science, this, and when it is not ex- 
act it is a failure. 


Let us take as an example a vessel like 


the first class seagoing battleship Iowa. 
The Iowa is the latest, largest and most 
formidable, all things considered, of all 
our naval craft. Sho is literally a floating 
island of steel, a buoyant fortress carry ing 
guns of vast dimensions and terrible pow- 
er. Try to fix in the mind her dimen- 
sions. Sho is 860 feet long. 
Take tho 


tallest building or factory chimney you 
know, imagine the Iowa stood on end and 
compare the two. 
Or take as a basis of 


comparison some building whose dimen- 
sions you are familiar with. A building 
860 feet long, 73 feet wide and 44 feet or 
three stories hign is a good deal of a struc- 
ture, is it not? Well, that is the Iowa. 


Bemember that this huge structure is 


built throughout ol iron and steel. 
Onoe 


I stood with a landsman looking at one of 
these leviathans of the sea, and he said: 


"It has always struck ins as odd that 


when modern man wants to build a ship 
he selects materials which will not float. 
The savage took for his boatbuilding ma- 
terials things which could not sink. But 
man takes steel and iron, which are many 
times heavier than water." 


Why Steel Ships Do Not Sink. 


It does look a little odd at first glance, 


but of course tha explanation is simple. 
Although sea water weighs only 64 pounds 
to the cubic foot and.steel weighs 490 
pounds, it is easy to take a cubic foot of 
eteel, roll or beat it out thin, form it into 
B boat and make it carry upon the water 
not only itself, but tons of weight besides. 
This is due to the displacement of water 
secured by the form given themotal. This 
is the flisb thing the naval designer starts 
•with—the size and form of tho ship. Then 
he figures her displacement up to the da- 
sired water line—BO many oubio feet of 
water at 64. pounds par foot. This showa 
why it is necessary to calculate with such 
accuracy every beam, plato ard 'bolt that 
goes into her—the completed whole must 
weigh just so much, no more and no less. 
Accordingly the weight of every single 
thing must bo known in advance—the 
armor, the turrets, the great guns, tho 
steel decks, ribs and plates, the. boilers and 
engines, all the machinery and appliances 
—literally everything from the hundreds 
of tons of coal carried in the bunkers down 
to the brass pegs upon which the captain is 
to bang his uniform in his private locker. 


Not only this, but the location of every 


pound'must be known in advance and 
reckoned with. A pound is merely a 
pound at the very center of the ship- 
amidships over the keel—but it is a differ- 
ent factor to be deal* with the farther ifc is 
placed away from the center, increasing in 
importance with the distance. All this 
must be taken into consideration, not only 
in the construction, to goi the necessary 
strength, but in "trimming the ship," so 
that she is perfectly balanced and her wa- 
ter line when launched and equipped shalj 
not vary a hairbreadth from the theoretical 
position. 


The Battleship Iowa. 


Still using the battleship Iowa as an il- 


lustration, her total weight whon ready 
forseaveaa 11,410 tons. 
Then it was de- 


termined tho ship should hove a speed of 
16 knots per hour and to produce the 11,- 
000 horsepowsr required the bureau of 
steam engineering demanded l,2liJ tons of 
weight. 
Thus the weights were parceled 


out—4,915.09 tons for the hull itself and 
fitting; 1,085 tons for the 46 guns and 
their equipment; 358 tons for boats, spars,- 
furnituro, etc.; 158 tons for electric light- 
ing, chains, anchors, etc.; 2,818 tons for 
armor, and 696 tons for coal. This left a 
margin of 231.6 tons for contingencies. 


These facts give but a faint idea of the 


difficulties with which naval constructors 
must contend. They must make no mis- 
take, for mistakes ruin reputation, and in 
a ship costing §4,000,000, are pretty costly. 
Tho wonder is that human skill has reach- 
ed such a stute of cle^ clopment, suoh per- 
fect mastery over materials nnd combina- 
tions, that these enormous craft can be 
turned out weighing when finished and 
equipped within a few pounds of the esti- 
mates and trimuiiuj4 uuu balancing to the 
nicety of a watch. 


This is the way in which a battleship 


like tho Iowa is built, and when ready for 
service we have a monster, carrying 4G 
guns in all. from tho 12 inch rifles carry- 
ing projectiles weighing &50 pounds each 
down to the Uttlo bulletlike missiles of tho 
gatlings and other rapid firo guns. The 
main batteries protected by walls of hard- 
ened steel 15 inches thick, engines that 
will send hor across the Atlantic in seven 
days, more than 80 auxiliary engines for 
electric lights, pumps, hoists, etc., and 
coal enough in hor butikors to carry hor 
half way round tho world nc ten knots an 
hour.

"Punctures of any kind, " be ny*, 


"are rare in winter, as taoka, nails and 
other banes of tbe cyclist's existence are 
covered np and frozen in. No rider need 
be afraid that ice will cut his tire. He 
can ride over the sharpest piece of iod 
•without injury. A bicycle will, I find, 
run very well through two or three 
inches of undisturbed snow, and after 
it has become packed will run as smooth- 
ly as on asphalt. 


"As for slipping, I know of no daa- 


gers other than those which a rider is 
likely to meet at any season., A soft tire 
will slip less than a bard one, and a 
tire with a rough tread is preferable to 
a smooth one. True, cracking of ice aa 
the wheel passes over it may produce 
nervousness in the novice, but there i» 
no danger." — New York Post.

Don't entirely depend npon ycrar 


brake to save you from accident. Culti- 
vate the art of back pedaling. 


A good oil may be obtained by mixing 


a quantity of sperm oil (obtainable at 
any drug store) \vith one-sixth part par- 
affin added. 


Occasionally examine the tube of rob- 


ber solution which forms part of every 
repair outfit to make aure the solution 
is in proper condition for effecting a re- 
pair. Tbe solution has a tendency to dry 
op. 


Take care when fixing a saddle on a 


machine that it occupies its exact posi- 
tion. Be sore that it is perfectly hori- 
zontal and that the peak points toward 
the center of the handle bars; also don't 
forget to properly screw up tbe nuts, or 
a serious mishap may result. 


The safest way after drenching the 


bearings with kerosene and rtmninj* 
them thoroughly is to lay the machim 
on its side until tbe kerosene has run, 
out, which it will do in a few minutes, 
though if you can leave it in a reclining 
position overnight so much the better. 


Do not attempt to take your machina 


to pieces unless yon are sure you know 
how to replace the many parts correctly 
and adjust the bearings accurately. 
Should you know bow to take the bear- 
ings out and do so, never forget when 
replacing the balls to drop five or six 
drops of oil on the dry balls before cov- 
ering with the cone.—New York Trib- 
une. 


Snrreying With. Bicycles. 


One of the newest uses of the bicycle 


is as a surveying machine, not merely a 
machine to carry a surveyor from point 
to point, but a machine which performs 
in itself the mechanical part of tbe sur- 
veyor's work. The device consists pri- 
marily of two parts—a cylinder revolv- 
ing mechanism to carry the strip of pa- 
per on which the record is made and a 
device to make the record. As the cylin- 
der turns the strip of papar is unrolled 
from a spool. Tbe marker, banging by 
means of a pivot and controlled by a 
complementary mechanism, adjusts it- 
self to the position of the bicycle. The 
United States army authorities are con- 
sidering the adoption of this attachment 
as an adjunct to military tactics. By its 
means the exact typographical chaws- 
teristics of a road may be ascertained, 
•with no otber exertion on the part of 
the surveyor than a ride along the road 
ia question.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


New Stylo of Grip. 


A new grip has appeared on the mar- 


ket. It requires a special handle bar, to 
•which it is fitted mechanically. There 
is no necessity for using a hammer or 
an ax to remove it. The handle bar has 
a triangular slot cut in it, under which 
the grip fits. In the end of the handle 
bar is an expanding device that is oper- 
ated by a screw. A few turns of a screw- 
driver fixes the grip firmly in its place 
or removes it. 
The grip is made of pa- 


pier mache or fiber and is proportionate- 
ly shorter and stouter than the ordinary 
cork grip.—New York World.

From all obtainable information 
Jt would seem that this large army of 
gold seekers is invariably heading for

the Yukon. Nature with whip in hand

one direction—that is, Dawson City and 
the immediate vicinity. 


In Alaska there are 600,000 square 


miles of territory. Very little of it has 
been properly explored or prospected, 
yet geologists and scientists tell ua 
that, according to all known signs, ths 
conditions are favorable for gold in pay- 


cold, from niy clasp you can snatch 
bright yellow gold, the panacea for all 
your pain and heartaches." 


The big find was made, and it proved 


to be on British soil, and the word 
Klondike traveled like an electric shock. 
But long before this, as early as the 
fall of 1894, was established an Ameri- 


can town called Circle City, almost at 
the edge of the arctic circle, about 1,400 
miles from the mouth of the Yukon. It 
Is on the west bank, where an elevated 
tableland borders the river, and it is 
just within the Yukon flats. Circle City 
proved to be the distributing point for 
the vast region of Birch creek and will 
without doubt become the metropolis of 
the Yukon, principally because it is on 
American soil. 


There is no natural advantage in put- 


ting the town just where It is, only that 
there is a small bend of the river just 
out of reach of the rash current, which 
makes a very nice landing place for 
small boats. For a mile back of Circle 
City nothing but an even country can 
be seen, yet the greatest interest lies 
in the fact that Birch creek "is distant 


i only eight miles across a low divide, 
and, of course, to all gold hunters Birch 
' cveek would be the point of interest for 
this district. 


An Indian and a half breed took out 


the first gold on Birch creek at a point 
now named Pitkas Point. 
Notwith- 


standing the great Klondike excite- 
ment, there were last season about 1,000 
miners working on Birch creek. 
The 


creeks around Circle City on which gold 
lias been found are Birch, Mastodon 
(which is 70 miles from town), Boulder, 
Greenhorn, Headwood, Mammoth, Por- 
cupine, Harrison, Miller and Eagle. To 
the miners on these creeks the question 
of transportation is of the most vital 
importance, for it now costs about $50 
to have 100 pounds of provisions carried 
from Circle City to Birch creek by pack 
horse. I wonder that already some one 
has not introduced the patient little 
burro into Alaska. He is just as ttble 
to withstand the cold as horse or dog, 
and his long hair would render him al- 
most impervious to the mosquito. He 
could also keep himself in winter prov- 
ender without very much assistance. 
As an innovation, one of the well known 
merchants of Circle City had a moose, 
that he had taken when a calf, trained 
to became a well behaved draft ani- 
mal. The animal performed quite a few 
domestic operations, such, as hauling 
wood, etc. li might still have been an 
ornament to its kind, but it was shot 
by a newcomer who had heard of the 
marvelous game in Alaska and of 
course wanted to try his hand at shoot- 
ing the same. The old inhabitants voted 
that this man from the States had a 
good deal less judgment than ardor. 


At Circle City a postoffice has been 


established by the United States, and 
on July 14, 1S97, the first United States 
mail arrived there. Before that private 
enterprise had controlled the 
mails. 


These parties would receive from S500 
to Sl.OOO for one trip from Juneau to 
Circle City. In 1897 there was only one 
trip made with American mail, while 
the Canadian government made three. 


The Indians make the best pilots, and 


nearly all the Yukon river boats have 
Indian or Eskimo guides. These guides 
are especially appreciated in the Yukon 
fiats. These flats, by the way, are 400 


miles long, and their width equals their 
length. 
Many claim that the Yukon 


flats were at one time a vast lake much 
larger than any fresh water lake exist- 
ing today. 
To one desiring to follow 


and study up the theory of this great 
lake I would advise a trip to Preacher 
creek. 
Preacher creek enters Birch 


as everywhere else, is the lack of sup- 
plies, and none should go anywhere in 
Alaska who cannot provision for Ja year 
or more. 


Minook creek also bids well for popu- 


lar fayor. It is 400 miles below Circle 
City. This crefik is named after old 
man Minook, who extracted $3,000 from 
a prospect hole 8 feet square and 15 
feet deep. 


In September Minook claims were sell- 


Ing for $6,500 each. If Minook and other 
nearby claims pan out well, then Ram- 
part City will be the great metropolis 
of Alaska in the near future. 


Then there is the Koyukuk river. Here 


about. There are no diseases arising 
from climatic conditions. The winters 
are extremely cold, but with proper sup. 
plies and careful preparation one need 
not suffer. The atmosphere Is very dry, 
and the extreme changes are less con- 
sequently. One can better bear 40 de- 
grees below zero at Circle City than zero 
here. Of course when newspapers are 
established and telegraphic communica- 
tion with the outside world is accom- 
plished and regularity of malls then life 
in Circle City and the vicinity will not 
be bad. In fact, even now, with all the 
crudity, there is something that fasci- 
nates and even magnetizes in this 
frontier life, so that there is always a 
desire to return. 


The inhabitants of Circle City at the 


present time are mostly loyal Ameri- 
cans. They seem to see a wonderful fu- 
ture in the Birch creek district. Dogs 
here are plentiful, but they are more or 


creek and is about 125 miles in length. 
To the explorer it will be of no little 
interest.

on this creek, but things of much great- 
er interest to the student. 


In the territory between St. Michael 


anrt Circle City is a population of 
3,000 whites and at least 8,000 natives.

On the Tanana, river, about 80 


miles below Minook, much gold has been 
found, and this river offers a large dis- 
trict in which to prospect. Now, with 
all these prospects on the American 
side, with some probabilities of- agri- 
culture, with timber resources of no lit- 
tle account and with mineral resources 
equal to any country in the world, why 
cress the boundary line to the North- 
west Territories? 


It would hardly be fair to leave Cir- 


cle City or its vicinity without a few 
words as to how delightful a place it is 
in the summer time. Daylight is con- 
tinuous, and one can read every hour 
of the 24 without the aid of artificial 
light. The mosquitoes and the black 
fly are great sources of annoyance, but 
about the only ones worth speaking 


less of a nuisance, as they are born 
thieves. The mines and miners are 
looking forward with much interest to 
the introduction of the Siberian rein- 
deer, but they fear trouble, as the Yu- 
kon dog is a jealous, clannish being, and 
the fear is that he will fight, kiirand eat 
the reindeer. 


From the outlook now It would seem 


that it will soon be possible to leave this 
country in the spring, oversee or work 
the mines all summer and leave laborers 
to do what winter work can be done and 
come back in the fall. When the above 
is possible, then some idea of that great 
country and its immense goldfields will 
| be realized, and the word Yukon will 
| become so closely connected with that 
of gold that its very mention will con- 
jure up visions of an El Dorado putting 
to shame that of fable.

It is not for any 
class or any race, bat for all those who 
desire a liberal education guided by 
Christian principles, and every effort is 
made to give to the atmosphere of the 
college the refinements and' attractions 
of American home life. 


Oahu college is a coeducational insti- 


tution of advanced standing, having for 
its pupils the graduates of American 
schools, though there are not a few na- 
tive students of mixed American or Eu- 
ropean parentage.

litical science, in which he took second 
degree. A few years spent in teaching 
succeeded, followed by a short experl- 
ende in the editorial chair of a Massa- 
chusetts paper. In 1890 he accepted the 
offer of the presidency of the college 
at Honolulu. 


This college is really two miles east 


of Honolulu, in the suburb of Punahoa, 
bounded on one side by the tropical 
vegetation and innumerable blue peaks 
of this region and on the other by the 
soft panorama of the Pacific. The col- 
Ipge grounds comprise 300 acres. On 
these grounds are grown oranges, pine- 
apples, cocoanuts, breadfruit, avocado 
pears, vi-apples, limes, oranges—all the 
bewildering variety of earth offerings 
indigenous to this wonderful soil. 


On these grounds in a large two story 


edifice built of coral Sanford B. Dole, 
the present president of Hawaii, was 
born. His father, Rev. Daniel Dole, A. 
M.. was the first president of the col- 
lege, and Sanford B. Dole is today one 
of the trustees, as well as one of the 
college alumni. His father was a ripe 
scholar and one of the most patient and 
indefatigable of instructors. Old fash- 
ioned in his Ideas and theories of edu- 
cation, the atmosphere of the college IB 
those early days was perhaps some- 
what too rigidly Puritan, but it had, 
too, all the sturdy virtues of Puritan- 
ism, the excellence of duty and the 
merits of plain living. 


It is an interesting fact that hearty 


half of the pupils who have been con- 
nected with this institution since its 
beginning are today citizens of Ha- 
waii, many having changed their Amer- 
ican homes for residences in this island 
paradise. Of the graduates of the school 
who have become distinguished in the 
world may be named Professor J. T. 
Gulick, whom Professor G. J. Romanes 
calls "the profoundest of living think- 
ers on the subject of evolution;" H. 
Frear, whose designs for battleships re- 
ceived such high praise from the sec- 
retary of the navy; W. F. Hillebrand of 
the United States geological survey; 
General S. C. Armstrong, who founded 
Hampton institute and died in 1893; 
General Drummond of San Francisco, 
President Dole, Chief Justice Judd, At- 
torney General Smith, Dr. Henry M. 
Lyman of Chicago and many others.

On Feb. 20, 1894, John Y. McKane wag 


sentenced to six years in the state prit- 
on at Sing Sine. Judge Bartlett of ths 
court of oyer and terminer, In Brook- 
lyn, gave expression to the judgment 
that made the notorious defendant a 
felon. 


By good behavior his term of imprla. 


onment will be shortened about 3 2-1 
months annually, and if he is living he 
will leave behind him the iron grated 
doors of cell No. 1!9, his compulsory 
home for the past four years, on April 
30, 189S. They are making preparations 
to give him a triumphal welcome in 
Gravesend. 
It is the present inten- 


tion, when he leaves prison, to greet 
him by a special train and 500 of 
his friends with a band of music. 
In the evening there is to be a banquet 
at one of the Coney Island hotels. It 
will be a Mme of jubilation. While he 
will f.ien I* a free man, he will not be 
a citizen 01 the United States. The 
right of suffrage, the eligibility to hold 
office, may be restored to him later—as 
there is little prospect of clemency on 
the part of Governor Black—by the ac- 
tion of some future occupant of the 
presidential chair, but the inherent or 
acquired right of citizenship is always 
taken from a man when he is convicted 
of crime.

It must have been a strange frenzy 
that prompted him to exclaim in re- 
sponse to the demands of those who 
were protected by a decree of the court, 
"Injunctions don't go here." He might 
as well have declared, "There is no law 
on Coney Island but my word." 


No president of the United States, no 


man occuping the highest official posi- 
tion in state, city or town, has ever 
'iared to contravene and defy with 
scornful contempt and such publicity 
the mandates of any legal tribunal. H 
was left to this alien to utter the initial 
Jeclaration of his superiority to the 
law of the land. 


The singular position of power and 


influence which McKane held in the 
town of Gravesend was an important 
fact in the chain of circumstances. 
It 


uould be tedious to enumerate all tha 
various offices he held. There was 
scarcely any power of local government 
that can be exercised, whether adminis- 
trative or political, that was not con- 
centrated in his person, and even the 
judicial power as represented by the 
local magistrates was subject to hi3 
influence. This appeared in the whole- 
sale arrest of the watchers and othei 
persons on and before the day of tha 
election. 


McKane was indicted for inducing tha 


inspectors of election in the First dis- 
trict of Gravesend at the November 
election in ]S93 to -"'elate the provisions 
of the election law which required them 
to keep the registry lists of that dis- 
trict accessible to the public. 


The sppcial charge against the de- 


fendant was that he willfully, malicious- 
ly and feloniously procured the other 
defendants (John W. Murphy, Morton 
Morris and John Brown Hill, members 
of the board of registry) to conceal 
the lists and to neglect and refuse to 
cause the lists to be accessible to the 
public for examination, and for making 
copies of the same by his aid, counsel, 
command and assistance. The defend- 
ant was tried separately and convicted 
and the judgment affirmed by the su- 
preme court. Another important fact 
was established by evidence quite per- 
suasive and convincing. The registry 
lists were beyond doubt fraudulent. 
They contained a great number of 
names that did not represent legal vot- 
ers in the town or even actual residents, 
and the vote at the election as report- 
ed and certified by the canvassers was 
also, though perhaps not correspond- 
ingly, fraudulent. Again, though there 
could not be any legal cognizance tak- 
en, it was the universal belief among 
Republicans that McKane, by fraudu- 
lent returns, had given the electoral 
vote of New York state to the Demo- 
cratic party and thus secured the elec- 
tion of Grover Cleveland in 1884. What 
influence this theory had on the jury 
there is no means of knowing.

CITY APPROPRIATIONS 


Being Considered By Board 


of Estimates. Will Nec- 


cessarily Be Larger 


Than Last Year. 


BUT TAX RATE WILL NOT INCREASE 


Part of the Debt May Be Refunded, 


and Increased Equipment Be 


Made On Loans. Fire 


Department and 


Schools. 


The board of estimates is putting in 


overtime in its work of preparing tha es- 
timates of appropriations to be presented 
to the city council at its meeting next 
Tuesday evening. Tne lateness of the 
submitting of the estimates by the heads 
of departments has made the work of the 
board more hurried, but every depart- 
ment is receiving careful consideration, 
and the work will be completed in a day 
or so. 


It has been expected that the appro- 


priations would exceed those of last year' 
as many departments call for increased 
expenditures, 
largely in equipments 


which are needed. The schools demand 
a larger sum in the regular course of their 
work, the teaching force having been 
greatly increased during the last few 
years. The fire department also calls for 
a considerable increase on account of the 
new equipment needed. 


But whatever the appropriations that 


are made, the tax rate will not be in- 
creased. The last year's tax of §24 on 
§1000 is more than sufficient to cover all 
the current expenses and interest, as re- 
quired, and what additions in equipment 
t,o schools and fire department are needed, 
will be made by loans. One necessary 
increase this year is the payment on the 
municipal debt, which is $57,833.33, or 


about $15,000 more than last year. This 
will be met as lar as possible from the 
surplus from the taxes after the current 
expenses are met, and after that what is 
required will be met by ransferring the 
amount to be paid to later years, when 
the payments as provided for are smaller. 


The annual payment of 157,833.33 on tha 


debt continues to 1902, after which the 
amount gradually grows less each year' 
By replacing some of the payment of this 
year, dividing it among several of the 
later years, the burden will be more 
evenly distributed and it allows this year 
some of the expenditures which are 
needed. 


The largest increase in the appropria- 


tions comes from expenses that cannot be 
reduced, like the debt, interest and state 
and county taxes. The needs of the 
schools also cannot be neglected, as the 
estimate is always made on the actual ex- 
penses required for running expenses. 
The work of the board is in cutting down 
the estimates of the other departments to 
the lowest possible baiis. 
, 


The fire department will undoubtedly 


receive appropriations for the increased 
equipment required by a city of this size 
and described in the discussion of Insurance 
rates. This will provide for a chemical 
two pairs of horses and three or four paid 
men. 
The only addition to the buildings 


nseded for this will be a stable in the 
rear of the Center street hose house, 
which can be made by tearing out the 
rear wall, and a stable for the State street 
house. This latter is a more difficult pro- 
blem, as it cannot be done by adding it to 
the rear, on account of the rooms above. 


If no arrangement can be made for a 


stable connected with the State street 
hose, so that the hose could be gotten out 
as quickly as the chemical, there is a 
possibility of the purchase of a combina- 
tion chemical and hose, which would do 
away with the immediate necessity of 
having horses purchased for the State 
street hose. This would cost no more 
but would not provide for a chemical o£ 
eo great capacity, and will not be con- 
sidered if the first plan can be followed.
